Solomon Bishop, pioneer of Bis- 


marck, who came to the city 39 years 
ago, in 1882, died yesterday afternoon 
at his home here after a lingering ill- 
ness, at the age of 90 years 
Mr 


Bishop came to Bismarck from New 
York when the town was one of the 
frontier posts, and had lived here ever 
since. 


During the early eighties Mr Bis- 


hop was head gardener for E H Bly, 
proprietor of the old Sherman house, 
and later was located on a farm in 
Glenview township, Burleigh county, 
which he operated for about six years- 
After leaving the farm Mr Bishop, 
who was a gardener by profession,! 
became the caretaker of a number of I 
lawns m the city, until failing health 
forced him to give up the work 
He 


had been ill for about a year, his death 
being due to old age 


Mr. Bishop was born at Lisle-Verte, 


Quebec, Canada, Dec 15, 1831, moved 
to Pittsburgh, N«w York, when a 
yuuiiK man and came west in 18SZ
